GC Budget at $3.8 Million; 
Fringe Benefits an Issue

proposal designed to reduce the 
amount of an earlier appropria- 
tion bill, the Granite City Coun- 
cil Monday night approved an 
all-time record high budget of 
$3,819,803—or $6,960 more than 
the original ‘figure that had 
been protested as being too 
high. 

The new budget is $621,784 
more than last year’s appropri- 
ation of $3,198,019 and $340,550 
higher than a budget proposed 
early this year by Mayor Don- 
ald Partney. 

Adoption of the 1971-72 appro- 
priation measure followed 
lengthly debate in which a 
council bloc spearheaded by Al- 
derman Walter Nonn restored a 
$100,000 item in the street de- 
partment ‘budget for acquiring 
land and constructing a new 
street department garage. 

In the same action, Nonn 
moved, however, to restore $ 


500 that had been cut out 
the Finance Committee for pur- 
chase of a second tailgate 
spreader and failed to win ap- 
proval for an additional $2,500 
for purchase of a new pickup 
truck,

Madison Police Report Shows Vast 
Improvement; Changes Suggested 


Further reorganization of the 
Madison Police Department 
was suggested by Chief of Po- 
lice Frank Dutko in his semi- 
annual report to the city 
council Tuesday night. 


Dutko cited changes that al- 
ready have been made in the 
department as having been re- 
sponsible for a drop in the num- 
ber of crimes in the city, and 
an increase in the number of 
crimes solved in the first six 
months of the year, and sug- 
gested that further changes 
should be considered, including 
the creation of a full-time 
juvenile department. 

“With the ‘addition of a full- 
time juvenile division soon to 
be made possible by the city 
administration and the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission, 
we expect an even greater re- 
duction in crimes committed 
by youths and a higher clear 
ance rate on crime committed 
by youthful offenders,” the’ re 
port stated. 

Dutko said in the report that 
the current trend in the depart- 
ment was to increased efficien- 
cy and that a considerable re- 
duction in the number of crimes 
committed in the city could be 


attributed to four things: closer 


supervision of personnel, the 
use of one-man patrol units 
rather than the two-man units 
previously used, the policy of 
keeping one unit on the street at 
all times, and overlapping shifts 
during peak crime hours. 


Dutko also pointed out in the 
report that a significant in- 
crease in the number of crimes 
cleared by arrest could be at- 
tributed to the organization of 
the department .into two full- 
time units, patrol and investi- 
Bation. 

“The soon to be established 

ay incentive program’ provid- 
ing for additional pay for col 
lege credits pertaining to law 
enforcement, made possible by 
the city administration, also 
will aid in the reduction of 
crime in the city,” the report 
stated. 

Statistics included in the re- 
port showed that 392 crimes 
were committed in the first 
half of 1970 and a decline to 
only 267 crimes through June 
1971, a 32% reduction in crime. 
It was pointed out that crime 
in small cities rose nationally 
an average of 14% from 1969- 
1970, according to Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation statistics. 

The report. said that only

18.8% of crimes committed in 
Madison in the first half of 1970 
were cleared by arrests while 
the percentage rose to 48.7% 
this year. The national average 
is only 20%. 

The} statistics also show that 
130 cases were cleared by ar- 
rest through June of this year 
while! only 74 ended in arrest 
during the first half of 1970. 
Robbery, assault, burglary, 
theft and auto theft involved in- 
creased arrests in 1970 while no 
rape’ or criminal homicide 
cases were reported. 

It |also was reported that 
from a $13,333 “Action Now 
Project” state grant, $11,894 
has been spent for police equip- 
ment in the first half of this 
year, including squad car, field 
and office equipment. 

Mayor Sasyk remarked to 
the council, “We promised the 
people we would upgrade- our 
police’ department and we did. 
When we get our juvenile de- 
partment straightened out, 1 
hope} we'll do even better. I 
think Chief Dutko should be 
commended for the fine job he 
has done with this department 
and I think our officers also 
should be commended.”

Bridge Benefits 
--Former Chief 


Barney Fraundorf, 2021 
Rhodes St., Madison, former 
Madison County sheriff and for- 
mer Madison police chief, this 
week questioned whether there 
are sufficient benefits for the 
city of Madison in a proposal 
to lease the city’s bridge and 
nearby property for a mulching 
landfill operation. 

“I am a citizen of Madison 
and am, with a number of fel- 
low residents, fairly concerned 
with current negotiations under 
way with regard to our city's 
Chain of Rocks Bridge property 
and adjacent Chouteau Island 
landfill, Fraundorf said, ‘The 
negotiations and plan's have 
been conducted behind fairly 
closed doors, but contents of a 
tentative lease have been made 
public. 

“This lease provides that Mad- 
ison tie up its property for 20 
years for 15% of the gross re- 
ceipts of the landfill operation, 
a $25,000 escrow fund for put- 
ting the bridge in working or- 
der, free dumping privileges for 
Madison’s city wastes, plus full 
responsibility for regular main- 
tenance of the bridge. 

Cost, Income Guarantees 

“(1) There is no guarantee, 
as of my latest information, on 
how big that 15% gross receipts 
will be, or on how big the 
bridge maintenance will be. 

“(2) There is no rigid agree- 
ment in the lease on the occur- 
rence of major repair expenses. 
Painting the bridge alone should 
cost $250,000, according to esti- 
mates a few years ago. It is 
due now to be painted, and that 
doesn’t make the $25,000 escrow 
fund look very big. 

. Maintenance and man- 
hours expenses for the city’s 
one or two sanitary truck trips 
per day out to the landfill will 
add up to make free dumping 
privileges on our own land not 
all that much of an advantage, 
considering the distance out

U.S. Has Not Yet Matched State-Local Pollution Funds

Springfield—Federal funds to 
match state and local money 
for sewage treatment systems 
are expected to be a mere drop 
in the buckét when compared 
to the need in Illinois. 

The state’s $750 million pollu 
tion control bond issue will, for 
the first time, provide state 
matching grants this year to 
cities and sanitary districts 
planning to improve and en- 
large their sewage systems. 

The legislature has author- 
ized expenditures of up to $200 
million of the bond funds over 
the next 12 months, The appro- 
priation bill is awaiting Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie’s signature. 

25-55-20 Division 

The state funds will provide 
25% of the costs of local proj- 
ects, and it was hoped federal 
funds would be available to 
provide another 55%, leaving 
local residents with only 20% 
of the cost to pay through a 
local bond issue

20 Illinois projects out of more 
than 100 on file will receive 
federal funding in the ‘next 12 
months, according to Harold 
Williamson, engineer in the Fa- 
cilities Certification Section of 
the Division of Water Pollution 
Control 

Williamson said Illinois offi- 
cials hope to receive an allo- 
cation of $100 million in federal 
funds for sewage treatment 
projects. But the necessary ap- 
propriation bill hasn’t yet 
passed Congress. 

Depending on the require- 
ments of the Congressional leg- 
islation, seven to 10 , projects 
could receive allocations from 
the federal money, he reported. 

In 1970-71, $42 million in fed- 
eral funds were allocated to 
Illinois. 

Projects Can Proceed 

Gov. Ogilvie has said state 
funds will be made available 
to cities and sanitary districts 
so they may proceed as far as 
possible on the state and local 
funds available to them. Fed-

eral funds may be awarded by 
the state even though a project 
has been completed 

Williamson doesn’t anticipate 
any delay of local projects wait- 
ing for their share of the state 
bond money. When the appro- 
priation bill is signed the first 
allocations will be made to local 
projects on which work was 
done after July 1, 1970, and 
which have been completed. 

Auditing of costs of these 
projects is under way so state 
funds can be allocated when 
they are available. Approxi- 
mately 24 Downstate projects 
eligible for from $8 to $10 mil- 
lion of state funds are in this 
category. 

Eligible projects now under 
construction will begin receiv- 
ing payments as stages of con- 
struction will begin receiving 
payments as stages of construc- 
tion are completed. 

Cities and districts whose con- 
struction plans ‘have been ap- 
proved by the state will receive 
notices that their grants are 
in effect. 


While there are approximate- 
ly 450 Downstate projects for 
which state funds have been 
requested, Williamson expects 
that many of them won't be 
ready for construction within 
the next 12 months, 

Of the $200 million of bond 
money appropriated in 1971-72, 
about half will be allocated to 
Cook County projects and half 
to Downstate projects.

| Lightning 
Merits 


Respect 


Summer is the season of 
thunderstorms, and where such 
storms develop, lightning us- 
ually is a natural phenomenon. 
The most destructive forms of 
lightning are the bolts that 
reach the ground by some type 
of conductor, They merit the 
respectful attention of all per- 
sons. 

Some suggestions for using 
care during thunderstorms in 
the interest of safety come 
from Frank A. Bridges of the 
Civil Defense office at Southern 
Illinois University in Carbon- 
dale, 

Lightning is the result of de- 
| veloping attraction of negative 
electrical charges in the ground 

for positive charg®s in the 
clouds during a thunderstorm. 
They move towrds each other 
through a conductor that may 
be a tree, a building, a utility 
pole, ‘or some object that is 
taller than the surrounding 
surface of the earth. 

That is the reason persons 
may be struck by a bolt of 
lightning in an open field, on 
a golf course or in a body of 
water. It packs a tremendous 
wallop as is evident from splin- 
tered trees, shattered utility 
‘poles, exploded buildings, or 
dead livestock near a fence 
where lightning has hit. ‘The 
bolt also. may generate heat 
in the energy discharge, setting 
fire to buildings or starting a 
forest fire, Government re- 
ports show that on the average 
more persons are killed by 
lightning each year than die in 
tornadoes or hurricanes. 

Farmers working in the field 
with tractors and metal imple- 
ments having contact with the 
ground should get off the equip- 
ment and take shelter in a 
protective building or an auto- 
mobile. Automobiles are con- 
sidered good protection from 
lightning during a storm, but 
field implements often are 
struck by a bolt. 

Perspns should avoid stand- 
ing or walking in an open field 
where they become a logical 
conductor for grounding a bolt 
of lightning. Isolated trees in 
a field and wire fences also 
attract lightning. 

If no building or automobile 
is handy for shelter from the 
storm, head for a ditch, a cave, 
or head-high clumps of trees 
in open forest area, Next best 
thing to do it lie flat on the 
ground. 

Boaters, swimmers, fisher- 
men with metal fishing rods, 
and. golfers with clubs and 
cleated shoes are good targets 
for a bolt of lightning if they 
do not get to a place of safety 
during a thunderstorm. 

Bridges suggests. presons in- 

doors during a  thynderstorm 
javoid standing in open door- 
ways or near open windows 
with screens, fireplace, stoves, 
and plwgged-in electrical appli- 
ances because if lightning 
strikes near the house or hits 
the building, the charge may 
enter by any of these items. 
Avoid*using such electrical ap- 
pliances as hair dryers and el- 
ectric razors, or talking on the 
telephone during storms be- 
cause lightning striking utility 
lines near the house may travel 
into the house through the wir- 
ing.

City Budget 


one at a time for each of the 
various unions involved. 

Monday night’s budget discus- 
sion was delayed from the July 
5 council session when a num- 
ber of aldermen protested a 
budget of $3,812,843 submitted 
by the Finance Committee 
which includes Boker and Al- 
dermen Steve Basarich and 
Whitmer. In that meéting Whit- 
mer challenged the procedure 
of approving a budget before 
council members had been in- 
formed of “fringe benefit” 
agreements’ worked out between 
the council’s negotiating com- 
mittee and unions representing 
city employes. 

Because of those protests and 
suggestions that the budget pro- 
posed at that time could be 
trimmed substantially, the 
council passed action on the ap- 
propriation bill pending a fur- 
ther report in this week's meet- 
ing. 

Cut Street Budget 

Boker distributed new budget 
proposals Monday night project- 
ing 1971-72 expenditures of $3,- 
734,803. This was a reduction of 
$78,040 below the July 5 budget 
figure, with virtually all of the 
cut in the street department. 

The newest appropriation 
trimmed the $100,000 figure for 
the street department garage to 
$25,000, accounting for $75,000 
of the reduction, and eliminated 
one of two tailgate spreaders 
set up in the original bill at 
$1,500 each, 

Nonn objected that two tail- 
gate spreaders were necessary 
“so if you take out one of them, 
you might as well take out the 
other.” He moved that the §1,- 
300 for a second spreader be re- 
stored in the budget. 

Whitmer took the floor to tell 
the council: “In the last meet- 
inng I asked the question — 
where are we going to cut this 
budget. Everybody ‘just 
shrugged their shoulders. The 
committee tried to cut it and 
now we are trying to raise it. 
I ask again, where are we go- 
ing to cut?” 

Boker said: 

“He (Nonn) was the one who 
screamed the loudest when we 
presented the budget (July 5) 
Now he’s the one that is want- 
ing to put in the items. If this 
item (the spreader) goes back 
in, I don’t care whether you 
have a budget or not. I can sit 
down here just like the rest of 
you.” 

Nonn Defeated 

Nonn's motion to restore the 
$1,500 for the spreader was de- 
feated by a roll call vote of 7 
yes and 5 no votes. Ten votes 
were required to carry the mo- 
tion. Voting no were Aldermen 
Whitmer, Clyde Boyd, William 
Dallas, Emerald Dawes and 
Boker. Voting for the motion 
were Aldermen Nonn, Basarich, 
Roy Poulos, Claude Green, Ev- 
erett Morlen, Paul Schuler and 
Frank Greenwald. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley 
was absent from Monday's 
meeting and Alderman R. E. 
Robertson left the meeting 
prior to the budget discussion 

Nonn’s motion to restore $75,- 
000 to the street department 
budget for a total of $100,000 for 
a new street department garage 
carried with only three dissent- 
ing votes cast by Whitmer, 
Dawes and Boker. The council 
then voted down by 7 no votes 
to 5 yes votes a motion by 
Nonn to add $2,500 for a street 
department pickup truck. 

There was no objection to the 
addition of $10,000 to the $141,- 
400 budgeted for salaries at the 
sewage treatment plant, bring- 
ing the total to $151,400. The ad- 
dition was made to provide one 
additional. permanent employe 
on the plant force. 

Total is Increased 

The additions brough the total 
budget figure to $3,819,803 as 
compared to the original, pro- 
jection of $3,734,803. The ‘total 
budget figure in the bill pro- 
tested two weeks earlier as be- 
ing excessive was $3,812,843.

On a motion by Boker to sus- 
pend the rules and place the 
budget on final passage, Nonn 
cast the only dissenting vote. 
Nonn also voted no on the vote 
for final adoption of the meas- 
ure. 

Of the total amount of the 
new appropriation, $3,021,553 is 
for general operating expense 
while the balance is made up 
of appropriations for separate 
accounts which have their own 
tax rates or own source of in- 
come. 

Separate accounts and the 
amounts budgeted for them 
are: Sewer extension salary, 
$10,351; arterial maintenance, 
$111,658; Firemen’s pensions, 
$110,000; police pensions, $95,000; 
public library, $196,195, and 
sewage treatment plant, $275,- 
045. 

Department Costs Higher 

Substantial increases in ap- 
propriations for most major de- 
partments are included in the 
new 1971-72 budget for the fis 
cal period May 1 of this year to 
April 30, 1972. For the fire de- 
partment, the new budget sets 
up a total of $588,204, an_in- 
crea: of $119,017 over last 
year’s appropriation of $469,187. 
Fire department salaries are 
budgeted this year at a total 
of $407,073, compared to $372,- 
442 last year. 

Projected expenditures of the 
street department total $511,810. 
Last year's total was $416,256. 
Salaries are budgeted at $245,- 
092, up from last year’s $230,- 
092. The street department in- 
crease is due primarily to the 
$100,000 appropriated for a new 
street department garage and 
$31,000 for sewer equipment. 

Police department operation 
during the current fiscal year 
is budgeted at $506,246, with 
salaries estimated at $375,300. 
This compares to last year's 
budget of $466,799 with salaries 
amounting to $361,318 

For the sewage treatment 
plant, the budget provides a to- 
tal of $275,045 with salaries of 
$151,400, compared with last 
year's budget of $258,778 with 
salaries of $124,319. 

A total of $268,905 for sewer 
maintenance is provided in the 
new budget, compared with last 
year's figure of $133,540.

3,500 Enter Armed Forces 
In World War II and Fight 
On Every Front; 100 Killed 


Granite Cityans are preparing to observe their Diamond 
Jubilee beginning Aug. 21. This is the 27th in a series on 


local history. 


By the latter part of Feb- 
ruary 1941, the selective service 
act had begun to hit the young 
men of the city and, with a 
group of 34 inducted on Feb. 27, 
the number of draftees totaled 
75 


Taking part in a nation-wide 
aluminum drive, local residents 
piled 5,860 pounds of pots and 
pans and other aluminumware 
in a bin in front of the city hall. 

Local industries began pre- 
paring for additional lend-lease 
material and the General Steel 
Castings Corp. was planning a 
$14,000,000 addition to manu- 
facture tank armor. Koppers 
United Co. took over. the old 
coke plant and began producing 
pig iron for Granite City Steel 
Co. and other users. 


Then came the fateful day, 
Dec. 7, 1941, 


With the declaartion of 
war, more and more young 
men were called away from 
their jobs, and older persons 
and young women began 
filling in, doing the welding 
and other necessary jobs. 

Soldiers from _ nearby 
Army. installations began 
guarding the vital defense 
plants, and a group with 
fixed bayonets patrolled Mc- 
Kinley Bridge. 

Christmas and New Year's 
Day were celebrated in the 
usual gay manner, but already 
many were beginning to tighten 
their belts and invest their earn- 
ings in: war bond drives that 
were then in full swing. 

Rationing of foods, gasoline, 
tires, etc., came into existence, 
finding an almost unanimous 
cooperation among the citizens 
— and a number of men and 
women found spare-time jobs in 
war plants to help increase and 
speed up production for the 
fighting men. 

Upwards of 3,500 went into 
the armed forces, with hundreds 
wounded and approximately 100 
being killed. Granite City 
soldiers fought on every front. 

While the impact of the war 
caused curtailment in normal 
living, there was no personal 
suffering at home and the cele- 
brations on V-E and V-J day 
in 1945 were hardly over when 
industries began converting to 
peacetime production. 

This presented no great prob- 
lem, although scarcities and a 
wave of strikes hampered the 
speedy output of goods. 

The Granite City Engineer 
Depot, a huge installation 
built during the war, turned 
to disposal of surplus goods 
and reduced its personnel to 
approximately 2,500 or about 
one-half. 

Industries continued to ex- 
pand to meet peacetime 
competition, and work was 
started on an eight-mile 
canal on the Mississippi 
River to provide a navigable 
channel. 

Hearings were held on a 
proposed harbor at Horse- 
shoe Lake, and attention of 
the community also turned 
to the field of aviation with 
a proposal for a major air- 
port near the lake still in 
the hopper. 

Heavy rains, which brought 
thousands of citizens into a fight 
to hold,the Chouteau, Nameoki 
and Venice levees on two oc- 
casions during the war years, 
came again and spotlighted the 
community's need for an ade-

Contests Open

Points earned in the Granite 
City rodeo will be accumulated 
toward the world championship 
titles — the winners announced 
each fall. Several particularly 
gifted cowboys who are expect- 
ed to place high in world cham- 
pionship competition will com- 
pete here, Partney said. 

Brone Riding Classic 

Does rodeo have what is re- 
garded as a classic single 
event? To the men who know 
the world of rodeo — saddle 
bronc riding is the answer. 

When rodeo first started in 
the 1880s, saddle bronc riding 
was one of the original events. 
The other was steer roping, 
which continues today only in 
far western states. 

Saddle bronc riding, however, 
is the old standby and repre- 
sents a ranch chore that is as 
necessary now as it was then. 
On the surface, the event ap- 
pears much easier~ than bare- 
back bronc riding. A closer 
look and a chat with any rodeo 
cowboy will tell you in a hurry 
that this is not true. 

This is a 10-second ride, as 
required by International Rodeo 
Association (IRA) rules, while 
the bareback bronc event last 
for only 8 seconds. Cowboys 
will tell you, those two seconds 
when you are fighting to stay 
aboard a leaping, bucking 
horse, is a mighty long time. 

The saddle, which may seem 
to make things easier for a rid- 
er, only makes it tougher. It 
offers more equipment in which 
a rider might become entan- 
gled, making the ride one of 
the most dangerous of all 
events. 

Animals used in saddle bronc 
riding are ordinarily larger by 
200 pounds or more than the 
bareback animals. Not only 
that, but they are stronger and 
they hit the ground harder 
with each stride. Because of 
many dangers, saddle bronc 
riding lures fewer contestants 
than some other rodeo events: 

First Jump Rules 

Takea look at the rules. The 
first jump out of the chute re- 
quires the same rule both in 
bareback and saddle bronc rid- 
ing. The cowboy must touch 
both heels over the point of the 
horse’s shoulders. 

After the first jump, things 
change with the rider required 
to move his heels along the 
side of the horse, from shoulder 
to flank, with each jump. 

A rider cannot assist him- 
self with his free hand by 
touching the horse. Such a 
touch disqualifies the rider, as 
is the case when he loses either 
or both stirrups. 

The contestant’s right hand 
hangs onto a “bucking rein” 
that is a round piece of hand- 
braided rope about 114 inches 
in diameter. Every bronc rider 
carefully measures the length 
of rein from the horse's halter 
to his hand before calling for 
the animal to be turned loose 
in the arena. 

Too little rein could mean a 
sudden spill right out of the 
chute, since most horses are 
strong enough to pull-a rider 
out of the saddle. An extra long 
rein leaves the rider with peri- 
odic moments of slack rope as 
the horse stretches his neck one 
way or the other. 

Saddle bronc riding too 
tough? How about bull riding 
said to be one of the more sim- 
ple events in professional 
rodeo? 

2,000 Pound Brahmas 

The rules are simple enough. 
All a rider has to do is stay 
in the driver's seat for eight 
seconds. But, it might be tough 
to get a cowboy to say it is 
simple after trying to hang on 
to a 2,000 pound Brahma bull 
for eight full seconds. 

Fact of the matter, a rider 
can be bucked off and still

score points, if the whistle 
sounds before he touches the 
ground . . . and if he keeps 
his rope in his hands. 

At least you don’t need much 
money to get into the bull 
riding business. A cowboy can 
do it by getting a glove, dulled 
spurs and a flat braided rope, 
called appropriately enough—a 
bullrope. 

Even the rules in- this event 
favor the rider and there’s not 
much cash outlay, but there 
is one big factor that keeps 
many cowboys out of the event 
—the fact that lasting eight 
seconds on the modern day 
rodeo bull is a monumental 
task. 

Unpredictable Breed 

The animals will do every- 
thing possible to unseat a rid- 
er and, in addition, Brahmas 
have a loose hide that makes 
it difficult to maintain a firm 
seat. 

Couple these factors with the 
sheer brute strength generated 
by a bucking bull and it is 
easy to understand why many 
bull riders try, but few ride 
the required time. 

As in other riding events, ap- 
proved by the IRA, two judges 
mark both stock and rider on 
a scale from 1 to 25. A per- 
fect score would be. 100 points 
which has never been attained. 
Any score of 60 or more points 
is considered outstanding. 

One of the most exacting 
events in rodeo is calf roping 
which demands absolute team- 
work between the horse and 
rider. Although the hands of 
the stop watch determine the 
winner, stringent rules govern 
the thrilling race that takes 
split-second timing by the man- 
and-animal team to beat the 
clock. 

The object of the whole thing 
is for the cowboy to lasso his 
calf, dismount from his horse, 
run down the rope, wrestle the 
calf to the ground by hand and 
tie any three legs together so 
the animal cannot get up. 

Ranch hand cowboys do the 
same thing routinely during 
branding season. But they 
don’t try to beat the clock or 
go by set rules. 

Calf Gets Head Start 

IRA rules in the rodeo arena 
permits the calf to get prede- 
termined head start while a 
barrier rope is stretched in 
front of the roper and his horse 
at the starting gate. 

The rope is chest high to the 
horse and should the animal 
get over anxious to take up the 
chase before the calf runs its 
legal distance, the roper is

penalized 10 seconds. This is 
a stiff penalty - one that sel- 
dom allows a Toper to place. 

The IRA cowboy must rope 
the calf from the horse's back 
and then wrestle the calf to 
the turf. Since no man is strong 
enough to topple a 300-pound 
calf in seconds, the roper-must 
attempt to outmaneuver the 
animal to place high in the 
event. 

A good roper gives most of 
the credit for his success to his 
well-trained horse. In fact, 
some claim the horse makes 
up 75% of the winning team. 

For the most part, calf rop- 
ing horses are from fast-break- 
ing quarter - horse stock, al- 
though other breeds are used. 

Normally, it takes no less 
than two years to train a good 
calf horse and longer still to 
give the animal the seasoning 
it needs on the rodeo circuit. 
A good horse may be worth 
from $500 to $5,000 and is more 
valuable than money to the 
calf roping cowboy. 

Steer Wrestling 

Physical size is an asset in 
nearly every professional sport, 
but for a rodeo steer wrestler 
it is a “‘must.”’ Strength and 
leverage play key roles in toss- 
ing a big, unwilling steer. 

It is one of the few standard, 
timed roded events in which 
more than one cowboy partici- 
pates on each contest run. Two 
men, two horses and one steer 
are “‘standard equipment” for 
this specific rodeo competition. 

One of the cowboys is the 
contestant, entry fee and all, 
and the other is called “the 
hazer.”” The hazer is not com- 
peting. 

Object of the game is simple. 
The cowboy jumps from, the 
back of his running horse onto 
the head and horns of the. gal- 
loping steer. He then attempts 
to stop the animal and wrestle 
it to the ground, A steer must 
fall flat on its side with nose 
and all four feet pointed in the 
same direction. 

The hazer assists only in 
making the steer run in a 
straight line down the arena. 
Once the jump has been made, 
the hazer retires quietly from 
the scene. 

Longhorn steers are used for 
this event. They are either im- 
ported Mexican steers, or 
steers that once ranged wild 
in swamps of Florida. 

A quarter horse normally is 
used by the crack wrestler. 
They start fast and can main- 
tain rapid speeds for short dis- 
tances. Speed is the key, since 
the cowboy is racing the

Retailers Back Bill to. 
Solve Credit Problems 


“The rapid growth of consum- 
er credit, estimated to total 100 
billion dollars in 1970,” said 
Hugh Muncy, President, Illinois 
Retail Merchant’s Association, 
“has created new problems and 
highlighted old ones for both 
credit grantors and receivers.” 

A major complaint of those 
who use consumer credit has 
been the doctrine of Holder-In- 
Due-Course. “Under this doc- 
trine,” Muncy said, “a seller 
may turn the customers’ “note” 
over to a third party who then 
becomes a_ Holder-In-Due- 
Course. This holder,” Muncy 
continued, ‘‘can ‘legally- collect 
for merchandise or services 
without being liable to any of 
the same claims and defenses 
as the initial seller.” 


“This doctrine,’ said Muncy, 
“permits many fringe operators 
to sell defective merchandise 
and non-existent services to 
customers, then sell their prom- 
isory notes to disreputable fi- 
nance companies leaving the 
unwary consumer with no alter- 
native but to pay for services 
not rendered or products that 
don’t work, 


Legislation Pending 

“Legislation is pending in 
Springfield,” said Muncy, ‘‘as 
part of the Uniform Consumer 
Credit Code. This legislation 
would revise and in some cases, 
eliminate the Holder-In-Due- 
Course doctrine.””

PEKING, reople’s Republic 
of China—Train rides elsewhere 
may simply be a means of get- 
ting from one place to another, 
but in this comparatively un: 
known country it is an experi- 
ence worth remembering 

During the 36 hours it took to 
travel the 1,500 miles from 
Canton to Shanghai we saw the 
backbone of China's strength 
and the seat of its power agri- 
cultural development. 

‘As far as the eye could see 
on both sides of the tracks 
through all our -waking _ hours 
stretched fields of grain, vege- 
tables, orchards, duck-breeding 
farms and even ‘green ma- 
nure,” a crop that apparently 
increases the nitrogen content 
of the soil. 

We could see hills being 
leveled and farmed. And 
we were told that the work 
was done by human labor. 

Machines, although pro- 
duced here, are not ordi- 
narily used in public works 
projects unless absolutely 
necessary. 

China’s trains run on sched- 
wle—and our train which trav- 
eled 1,500 miles arived on the 
dot in Shanghai. 

Contrary to the géneral im- 
pression in the outside world, 
there are different classes here 
so far as trains are concerned. 
One can travel on ‘Ying 
zuouche’’ or “hard seat" class; 
on the ‘Yingwoche’” or “hard 
sleeper’ class or one can trav- 
el in style on the ‘‘Ruanwoche"* 
or "soft sleeper" class 

Hard seats are really hard 
hecause they are made of wood 
The same goes ‘for the hard 
sleeper cars which have the 
bunks in tiers of four 
Most of the travelers on the 
train brought blankets to serve 
as cushions or mattresses 
The soft sleeper class, how 
ever, can compare with Euro- 
pean railways.

Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-East St. Louis) announced 
yesterday the introduction of a 
bill he is sponsoring that would 
instill more equity into the fed- 
eral income tax structure by 
tying the personal exemption to 
the cost of living. 


Cong. Price recognized the 
desirability of additional reform 
in the area of personal exemp- 
tions. 


“The $600 personal 
Price said, ‘ set in 
1948. Since then, the cost of liv- 
ing has risen over 50%, but the 
exemption has been raised only 
4%. Even though the personal 
exemption is scheduled to in- 
crease to $750 in 1973, that is 
only a net increase of 25% since 
1948.""" 

Price said that exemptions 
for businesses always have 
been figured on a percentage 
basis, and hence go up with the 
cost of living. Personal exemp- 
tions, however, have not been 
this effiicently handled, since 
they are structured around 
marginal “tax brackets.”’ 

“This bill,” said Price, ‘‘would 
tie the personal exemption to 
the cost of living and would go 
into effect in 1974. The 1969 
Tax Reform Bill does not go far 
enough in many areas. The tax- 
payers of America need a fair- 
er shake, and the adoption of

The Secretary of State’s” of- 
fice will turn back to the state 
treasury — $2,500,000 in funds: 
that were not spent during .the 
past fiscal year, will cut costs 
On purchases and other opera- 
tions by a little more than §2,- 
000,000 for the new fiscal year 
and will increase revenue by 
about $6,000,000 this year for 
a total of $285,000,000, Secre- 
tary of State John W. Lewis 
said at a press conference 
Tuesday in Belleville. 

Lewis concluded his remarks 
with an endorsement of Gov- 
ernor Richard B. Ogilvie for 
re-election next year, saying 
the Governor’has “‘done an out- 
standing job in bringing the 
State of Illinois from financial 
disaster to a period of fiscal 
responsibility.” 

“‘As we move into the new 
fiscal year, we have been able 
to hold our budget down even 
in the face of ever-rising costs 
of materials, increases in pos- 
tal rates, increase in the cost 
of some rental spaces and the 
fact that this includes the three 
percent payroll adjustment for 
all employes, plus fringe bene- 
fits as outlined by Governor 
Ogilvie,” Secretary Lewis said. 
“Tied in with the budget is a 
reduction of 246 authorized per- 
sonnel.”” 

Lewis pointed particularly to 
the new Division of Investiga- 
tions as a source of additional 
revenue. 

“One of the first changes 
made in the organization of the 
office was elevation of the in- 
vestigating unit to full division 
status, and it has already 
shown results that benefit the 
people of the State of Illinois,” 
he said. 

In Cook county for the first 
six months of 1970, truck en- 
forcement procedures have 
brought in $200,000 in truck li- 
cense fees that the state might 
not otherwise have received. 

Truck Fees Increase 

“Specifically, during the first 
six months in 1970, truck en- 
forcement procedures in Cook 
county netted only $146,869 and 
240 citations were issued,” Sec- 
retary Lewis said, ‘During the 
first six months of this 
total of $347,848 was 
and 105 citations issued.” 

Downstate, separate figures 
were not kept for forced and 
voluntary registrations, but the 
total for both was $229,494. So 
far this year, it is $140,009 for 
forced registrations alone. 

Lewis said he may have to 
institute proceedings to force 
the discharged architect of the 
State Capitol rehabilitation pro- 
gram to produce engineering 
reports and drawings * “which 
he had completed himself and 
has been compensated for" so 
that the work may continue, 

The architect, Harry Fer- 
nandes of Springfield, has re- 
ceived $1,239,815 for his ser- 
vices from July 1, 1965 to June 
14 of this year, for the $15,800,- 
000 project, and “not only has 
been amply paid but probably

60 Roadside Rest 
Areas Planned in 
State; 4 Ready 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 
Springfield—To ‘date, one pair 
of roadside rest stops has been 
completed and another pair is 
scheduled to open Aug. 1 in a 
program intended to give the 
state 28 pairs and four single 
rest stop sites along major 

state routes by 1975. 

‘A spokesman for the Division 
of Highways in the Department 
of Public Works and Buildings 
said the stops already in opera- 
tion are located on Interstate 
55, north of Springfield, while 
two off Interstate 70, east of 
Altamont in Effingham County, 
are scheduled for completion 
by Aug. 1. 

Work is also progressing on 
pairs of stops in Bureau, Grun- 
dy and Union Counties, and 
they are expected to be com- 
pleted before the summer ends. 
Work has been begun on a sin- 
gle scenic overlook site on In- 
terstate 74 in Rock Island 
County, near the Davenport, Ja., 
area. 

Others still in the planning 
stages include single sites in 
Vermilion, White and Clark 
Counties, and pairs of rest stops 
off Interstate 55 in McLean, 
Madison, Livingstone, Grundy 
and Will Counties; off Inter- 
state 80 west of Princeton in 
Bureau County; off Interstate 
80 west of Minooka, in Grundy 
County; off Interstate 57 north 
of Monee in Will County; off 
1-57 north of. Illinois Rt. 146 in 
Union County; and a single unit 
off 1-74 east of Goodfield in 
Woodford County. 

The facilities vary from site 
to site, but basically each will 
contain a building housing a 
lobby and restrooms, as well 
as picnic areas, off-highway 
parking large enough to accom- 
modate trucks and campers as 
well as passenger cars, and 
dumping areas for campers. 

Water will be provided at all 
the stops, and nearly all will 
have some sort of public infor- 
mation service. 

In some areas, the informa- 
tion service will be manned, 
the spokesman said,, while in 
others it will consist.of a dis: 
play type installation, giving in- 
formation about anything of 
note for the 50 to 60 miles along 
the route to the next rest stop, 
as well as up to 30 miles on 
either side of the highway along 
primary routes. 

Maintenance personnel _ wil! 
be provided for all the: rest 
stops, which are usually located 
in pairs to accommodate traf- 
fic moving in both directions 
along major routes. 

Single units are usually near 
state borders, whére the neigh- 
boring state will provide the 
companion. facility.

Exams Continuing Despite Bottleneck on Draft Bill 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 

Springfield—Pre-induction phy- 
sicals continue in Illinois de- 
site a bottleneck in passing the 
1971 draft bill, which has been 
bogged down in a House-Senate 
conference committee in Wash- 
ington, over an ‘end the war” 
amendment tacked on by Sen- 
ate doves. 

Meanwhile, it has been an- 
nounced that the third annual 
draft lottery will be conducted, 
starting at 10 a.m. on Aug. 5, 
in the Commerce Department 
Auditorium, in Washington, to 
assign random sequence num- 
bers to young men who, unless 
exempt or deferred, will be lia- 
ble to call during the 12 months 
beginning Jan. 1, 1972. 

Col. George A, Stewart, dep- 


uty director of the Illinois Se- 
lective Service system, said that 
presently “we are continuing as 
normal, doing all the things 
we were doing before the June 
30 expiration date of the old 
draft bill, except for actually 
calling men for induction. No 
one has been oredered to report 
any time after July 1.” 

Col, Stewart said 3,000 men 
will be called in the state for 
pre-induction physicals during 
July, and additional potential 
inductees will be called for phy- 
sicals in August: 

The defense department has 
set a figure of 16,000 inductees 
nationwide for July and August, 
and since Illinois’ share usually 
runs about 7% of that total, the 
state’s total is expected to be 


about 1,100 for those two 
months. 
Await Legislation 

However, Col. Stewart said, 
the state selective service sys- 
tem is not making any alloca- 
tions for those months until the 
legislation renewing the draft is 
actually passed. 

To date this year, Col. Stew- 
art said, no one with a lottery 
number higher than 125 has 
been called, and selective serv- 
ice Director Dean Sweet has es- 
timated that the ceiling this 
year will be 150. Last year, 195 
was the top number called up. 

The defense department has 
estimated that it can manage 
for up to two months with no 
new draftees. However, some 
sources close to the deadlock 
have privately estimated that 


the new bill may not be passed 
before the first of September. 

The new draft bill under con- 
sideration extends the draft for 
only two years, instead of the 
customary four, as a prelimi- 
nary to the Nixon administra- 
tion’s announced plan to switch 
to an all volunteer Army after 
June 30, 1973. 

To achieve this, student defer- 
ments would be ended and 
draftees would receive a 50% 
pay hike, to $4,871.48 yearly. 
Volunteers who agree to serve 
three years in artillery, infan- 
try or armor will also receive 
an additional $3000 combat bo- 
nus, whether or not they actu- 
ally go into a war zone. 

Even if the volunteer army 
becomes a reality, Col. Stewart

Chart Center in This Area Helps 
Astronauts Blaze Trail in Space 


The Granite City Army Depot 
—pardon, we meh Headquar- 
ters, Installation Support Activ- 
ilies—is now linked to the Army 
Aviation Systems Command, 
whose world headquarters is 
located in St, Louis. 


Because of this association, 
“Avscom" is the main St. Louis 
military facility on Quad-City- 
ins’ minds at present. 

For a few minutes we would 
ike to focus attention on still 
another armed forces agency, 
his one located at Second and 
Arsenal Streets in St. Louis. 
That address is the headquar- 
ters of the U. S. Air Force Aero- 
nautical Chart & Information 
Center. 

ACIC is worthy of extra con- 
sideration this week because of 
its close link to the new moon 
mission about to be launched 
by the United States. 

The voyage of Apollo 15 will 
begin Monday, July 26, from 
Cape Kennedy’ in Florida. The 
destination—Hadley Rille (26.1 
degrees North, 5 degrees 
East), Earth Satellite, Moon. 
(No, we didn't learn its Zip 
Code.) s 

On board the spacecraft will 
be three Air Force officers: 
Col. David R. Scott, mission 
commander; Maj, Alfred N. 
Worden Jr., command module 
pilot; and Lt. Col. James B. Ir- 
win, lunar module pilot, 

Also on board and at strate- 
gic ground points will be charts 
and graphics produced for the 
National Aeronautjcs and Space 
Administration mission by the 
Air Force’ Aeronautical Chart 
and Information Center (ACIC), 
St. Louis. 

The lunar landing is sched- 
uled for July 30 at Hadley Rille 
with jeep-like lunar rover ex- 
plorations July 31 through Aug. 
2 


Cartographic material pro- 
duced by the Chart Center 
will be used in planning, 
launch, trajection, - orbiting, 
lunar landing, lunar explor- 
ation and recovery stages of 
the mission. 

ACIC Apollo program mana- 
gers, cartographers and seleno- 
graphers have worked closely 
with NASA to provide rapid re- 
sponse to changing cartographic 
requirements . 

Onboard the spacecraft, 
astronauts will, use ACIC 
duced Ascent Trajectory Moni- 
toring Charts and an Orbit Mon- 
itoring Chart. 

These photo-feature charts 
contain ground track data, 
landing site data and de- 
scent and ascent time data 
in the approach and depar-- 
ture corridors, as well as 
orbiting information for 
the command module. 

The lunar landscape can be 
viewed, with regard to photo- 
graphic and scientific mission 
larget requirements, by using 
the Lunar Orbiter Service 
Flight Chart. 

Charts prepared for ground 
support include Earth Orbit 
Chart, Lunar Orbit Chart, Apol- 
lo Translunar/Transearth Tra- 
jectory Plotting Chart and Mis- 
sion Control Center Projection 
Plotting Graphic. 

‘These charts are used by mis- 
sion control at the Manned 
Spacecraft Center and by NASA’ 
and Department of Defense 
tracking and recovery forces 
located throughout the world. 

During their 67 hours on the 
Junar surface, Colonels Scott 
and Irwin will make three ex- 
plorations. While the two men 
explore the lunar surface, Ma- 
jor Worden will be orbiting the 
moon, : 

ACIC has provided Charts and 
graphics for all NASA manned 
space missions since John 
Glenn's first orbit of the Earth 
in 1962.

Goldwater Seen in New Light After 
Being Called Trigger-Happy in ‘64

“I see this nation risking war 
the way it is going,” Sen, Barry 
Goldwater stated in Los Angeles 


on May 17, 1964. “It not only 
risks, but has a war in Vietnam 
—and with no plan to end the 
fighting.” 

The publication of secret 
Pentagon papers by the New 
York Times documents the de- 
gree to which President John- 
son deceived the American pub- 
lic on Vietnam, as Goldwater 
had maintained throughout the 
1964 presidential campaign. 

Ironic, however, is that docu- 
mentation should come from a 
newspaper that indorsed LBJ 
in 1964 and said of Goldwater 
that “he is a man totally unfit, 
on the basis of his views and 
votes, \to be president.” 

The Pentagort papers, ac- 
cording tb the Times, reveal 
that the Johnson Administration 
“intensified the covert warfare 
againt North Vietnam and be- 
gan planning in the spring of 
1964 to wage overt war a full 
year before it publicly revealed 
the depth of its involvement.” 

Such deception is supported 
by a close analysis of the nu- 
merous public comments LBJ 
made during 1964. 

“More than one million Amer- 
ican men, in uniform are now 
stationed putside the United 
States,” LBJ'’s March 19, 1964, 
foreign aid message to Con- 
gress stated. 

“As insurance to avoid in- 
volving them and the nation in 
a major conflict we propose to 
spend. through our aid pro- 
gram...” 

In an April 11, 1964, Chicago 
speech, Goldwater accused 
Johnson of deception and “‘turn- 
ing out the. lights of world 
leadership, of conscience, hon- 
esty, of strength and courage.” 

Later at a May 13, 1964, ral- 
ly in New York City, Gold- 
water asked: “How about a 
foreign policy so mysterious, 
and so hard to understand, that 
Lyndon Johnson had to ofter 
us secret briefings to explain 
it? I say we need less secrecy 
in our. foreign policy, not 
more.” 

Later in August, shortly after

Goldwater was asked at a New. 
port Beach, Calif, press con- 
ference about thé clash between 
North Vietnam PT boats and 
U. S. destroyers. 

He replied: “I think the 
American people are entitled to 
ask some questions of their 
own in this reagrd: 

“Does the presence of Amer- 
ican destroyers in the area sig- 
nify the possible landing of 
larger American ground forces? 
Does it mean medium bombers 
are going to be used to inter- 
dict supply lines? 

“Does it mean a change is 
taking place in foreign ' policy 
at the White House and State 
Department levels?” 

Now revealed in the pub- 
lished Pentagon papers is 
a “series of cables and 
memorandums that shows 
throughout August 1964 that 
LBJ was gearing up the na- 
tion for war after the 1964 
presidential cammpaign. 

Yet, Johnson told’ a crowd 
at his Texas ranch on Aug. 
29, 1964: 

“I have had the advice 
to load our planes with 
bombs and drop them on 
certain areas that 1 think 
would enlarge the war and 
escalate the war, and re- 
sult in our committing a 
good many American boys 
to fighting a war 1 think 
ought to be ‘fought by the 
boys of Asia...” 

‘As most know, the 1964 land- 
slide victory of LBJ was due al- 
most exclusively to the char- 
acterization of Goldwater as 
“trigger happy” and a person 
who would plunge the country 
into war. 

“Tt was too bad the presi- 
dent would not level with the 
American people,” Goldwater 
said when the Times published 
the Pentagon papers. 

“It would have been better 
for the American people to 
have known about it.’’ 

And better for them to have 
been to make an honest 
choice ‘in: voting for a president.

For First Time in ‘71 


Domestic steel shipments 
dropped in May, after rising for 
five straight months—their first 
decline during 1971. 

Shipments had surged because 
of consumer _ hedgebuying 
against the possibility of an in- 
dustry shutdown. when the cur- 
rent steel labor contract expires 
at the end of July. 

U. S. Producers sent 9,341,000 
tons of mill products to their cus- 
tomers in May—down 129,000 
tons from April’s 9,470,000 ton 
total. 

The sharpest May market de- 
cline was the drop of nearly a 
quarter of a million tons in 
shipments to service centers. 
They tool only 1,550,000 tons of 
mill products in May, compared 
with 1,796,000 tons during April. 

Through the first five months 
of this year steel industry ship- 
ments had reached 42,944,000 
tons, compared with a shipment 
total of 39,520,000 tons for the 
like period of 1970.

Springfield—With the help of 
Gov. Richard B Ogilvie's 
housekeeping General Services 
Department, State School Supt. 
Michael Bakalis has saved tax- 
payers nearly $30,000 a year by 
reducing the cost of office 

rental. 

Under a new contract, Bakal- 
is will pay $417,661 during this 
fiscal year to rent office space 
in three privately-owned build- 
ings in Springfield. During the 
previous fiscal year, Bakalis’s 
predecessor, Ray Page, paid 
$435,489 for the same three 
structures. 

The difference_amounts to a 
net savings of $27,828 a year. 
The savings resulted after 
kalis’s staff, with assistance 
from General Services’ space 
rental experts, renegotiated the 
contracts with owners of the 
buildings. 

The Page contracts with the 
private lessors called for the 
state to pay a square-footage 
fee in addition to costs such as 
janitorial services, elevator 
maintenance, window washing, 
insect control, fire extinguish- 

and utilities. Under the new 
management, the owners must 
pay all “extras” except jani 
torial sevices, which the state 
will take care of.

The new pact was agreed to 
by the owners only after Ba

Grant Is Approved to Study 
Year-Round School In State 


Valley View School District 
96, Lockport, Ill., has just re- 
ceived notice from the Chicago 
Regional U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion that a funding grant has 
been approved to conduct a 
year-round school feasibility 
study. 

The study, entitled “Feasibil- 
ity Study of the 45-15 Plan for 
Year-Round Operations of a 
Public High School Served by 
an Elementary District Already 
on the 45-15 Plan,” will run 
through June 1972. 

James R. Gove, assistant 
superintendent of schools, who 
will be directing the study, 
noted that ‘the Valley View dis- 
trict has been operating under 
the 45-15 Year-Round School 
Plan since June 30, 1970.” 

According to Gove, the 45-15 
Plan has already brought about 
a $7,500,000 tax avoidence for 
taxpayers in the horthern Illin- 
ois elementary district. 

“Is the 45-15 Plan feasible 
for high schools? This study 
will help tell the story,” he 
added. 

Capacity Increased 

Valley View developed the 45- 
15 Plan to solve needed space 
problems. The plan gave the 
district one-third more buildings 
without laying the first brick 

The Valley View 45-15 Con- 
tinous School Year Plan is a 
method of assigning pupils, 
building facilities and staff 
members. 

By more efficient use of the 
physical plant, by more exten- 
sive use of the personnel, and 
by a more equal distribution of 
pupil class attendance through- 
out the year, the school district 
anticipates a saving in building 
construction costs, a longer 
working year for some certified 
and non-certified emloyes (with 
corresponding increases in in- 
come) and quality education for 
the student body. 

The plan has been sited as 
educationally sound, financially 
desirable and legally possible. 
“It was developed in District 96 
and should not be confused with 
other scheduling systems, 
“Gove stressed. He explained it 
as follows: 

1) Saturdays and Sundays, all 
Illinois legal holidays, a week 
at Christmas, a week at Easter 
and a period of five to nine 
class days in July (as an ad. 
justing period) are designated 
as school closing times. 

Five Year Calendar 
A five-year calendar has been 


prepared to insure that the pup 
il schedules are in logical seg- 
ments. When classes are not in 
session, however, the buildings 
could be open for maintenance, 
athletic events, community ac- 
tivities and library service. 

All provisions of the Illinois 
“Monday holiday bill” are ob- 
served. 

2) All district pupils are 
placed in one of four groups 
(A,B,C or D ), according to 
the’ small neighborhood in 
which they live. 

Unless the parents request 
differently, all children in the 
same family are placed on the 
same attendance schedule, even 
though the children may be at 
different grade levels or at dif- 
ferent buildings. 

The four groups always stay 
in the same order of rotatio! 

District 96 enrollment has in- 
creased at an exceptional rate 
and will continue to do so. El 
ectronic data-processing facili- 
ties proved necessary in the 
schedling process. 

3) On June 24, 1970, the tea- 
chers and staff members for 
Group A began a four-day tea- 
cher institute. On June 30, 1970, 
the pupils in Group A began 
classes. 

Three-Week Vacations 

These pupils attended for 45 
class days then had a 15-class- 
day vacation (three weeks); 
four such’ cycles will give the 
pupil 180 class days per school 
year and calendar year. 

4) Group B staff members 
had a four-day institute im- 
mediately prior to the beginning 
of classes for Group B. Group 
B pupils began classes on July. 
21, 1970, which was 15 class 
days after Group A began. 

5) Group C staff members 
had a four-day institute after 
which Group C pupils began 
classes on Aug. 11, 1970. At 
this time, three of the four 
groups of pupils were in school 
and one group was on vacation. 

6) With the ending of the 45- 
class-day session for Group A 
on Aug. 31, the pupils in this 
group had completed one fourth 
of a school year, and these 
pupils began a 15-class-day va- 
cation. 

The next day, Sept., 1, 1970, 
Group D pupils occupied the 
space occupied by the Group A 
pupils. 

In ‘this w: ach group at- 
tended 45 class days and then 
had a 15-class-day vacation (in 
addition to the school closings

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Effectiveness of University

Springfield — For the past 
two years the financing of high- 
er education has caused a great 
deal of discussion in the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


But if a resolution, which is 
now in the House, is adopted 
there in October, perhaps a 
great portion of the hand-writ- 

* ing can be cut out. The resolu- 
tion, which has been adopted in 
the Senate, is sponsored by 
Sen. William C, Harris, R-Pon- 
tiac. 

it calls for establishment of 
a 16-member bi-partisan Joint 
Legislative Study Committee to 
study and inquire into the effec- 
tiveness of the various boards 
comprising the system of high- 
er education in Illinois. 

This would include the Board 
of Higher Education, the Junior 
College Board, the Board of 
Trustees of the University of 
Illinois, the Board of Trustees 
of Southern Illinois University, 
the Board of Governors of State 
Colleges and Universities and 
the Board of Regents. 


The resolution states,

“The General Assembly be- 
lieves that this system 
should be evaluated from 
the standpoint of determin- 
ing whether or not it is 
administratively effective 
and economically sound in 
view of its demands upon 
limited state revenues.” 


The proposed committee 
would be made up of 16 mem- 
bers from the Senate and 
House. 

Recent cuts by Gov. Richard 
B..

The Bi-State Development 


| Agency has filed an application 
'} with the Urban Mass Transpor- 


itation Administration of the 
Department of Transportation 
‘for a demonstration grant of 
$530,000 to permit an in-depth 
analysis of the needs of senior 
citizens in the metropolitan 
area. 

This grant also would be. util- 
ized to’ inaugurate a reduced 
cash fare and/or special service 
for a six-month controlled ex- 
periment. 

Col. R. E. Smyser Jr.; execu- 
tive director of the Bi-State 
Development Agency, in a let- 
ter to Carlos C. Villarreal, 
UMTA administrator, _ said, 
“For many years now, this 
agency has been aware of the 
fact that the continuing esc 
tion of our transit fares—occ 
sioned by falling ridership and 
combined with increased costs 
for labor and supplies — hi 
been imposing an increasingly 
heavy burden’ upon our senior 
citizens living on fixed incomes. 

“We have tried to help this 
group. 

“In 1966, this agency  insti- 
tuted an off-peak discount pass 
which now sells for and is 
good for unlimited, riding Mon- 
day through Saturday from 9 
a.m, to 4 p.m. and at any time 
on Sundays and specified holi- 
days. 

Occasional Bus Riders 

“Unfortunately, the discount 
pass has apparently not solved 
the problem for the majority of 
senior citizens. Many are only 
occasional riders. 

“For others, the relatively 
higher first cost of discount 
passes — and the possibility of 
actual monetary losses on dis- 
count passes through inability 
to take full advantage of its 
possibilities due to sickness and 
inclement weather—make them 
reluctant to make the necessary 
investment. f 

“An obvious problem for the 
agency in establishing re- 
duced cash fare for senior citi 
zens is that, without an oper: 
ating subsidy, revenue losses 
occasioned by reduced fares for 
one group of riders must be 
made up by increased fares to 
other riders.” 

] ‘The grant application calls 
or a cash fare of 20 cents on 
a six-month trial basis. 

At the end of the six-month 
trial period, the study is to de- 
termine if a permanent subsidy

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"Appropriations Exceed Expected 
State Income by $259 Million

B. OGILVIE 


| Illinois state government re- 

| quires a lot more money than 
your family budget, but it oper- 
ates on the same principle. 

And every year at this time, 
as we start adding up the bills 
sent to us by the General As- 
sembly, we have to’ put that 

, principle to work. 

If you have ever struggled 
aver reconciling the monthly 
bills with the family checkbook, 
you know the principle well: 

You can’t spend money 
you don’t have — or that 
you don’t have some assur- 
ance of getting soon. 

That elementary economic 
fact has been impressed upon 
me this year more forcefully 
than ever, for the General As- 
sembly passed bills appropri- 
ating $259 million more than 
our expected income during the 
next 12 months. 

There were some other fac- 
tors, too, 
nancial bind especially tight 

We've been a_little slower re- 
covering from the economic re- 
cession than we had expected, 
so tax receipts are off a frac- 
tion. 

In addition, Congress has 
stubbornly refused to give any 
financial help to the states, so 
money we had planned on from 
that source apparently won't be 
forthcoming. 

On top of it all is the wel- 
fare mess, the cost of which 
has been going up at the 
rate of about-30% each year 
—and shows no signs of 
slowing up. 

What this all means is that 
Illinois began the new fiscal 
year, on July 1, with only $25 
million in the bank. 

If that sounds like a lot, let 

{/me put it this way: 

It’s as if a family with an an- 
nual income of $10,000 began 
the yeur—a y ago to be 
filled with expensive medical 
bills, home improvements and 
other necessary items — with 

} no more than $65 put away for 
a rainy day. 

It was against this back- 
ground of grim necessity 
that I began the difficult 
task of making our budget 
fit our income.

We were forced to take the 
chunks out of the 
money voted by the legislature 
for public aid and university 
operations. 

Let me explain why. 

Contrary to what you may 
read in some newspaper ac- 
counts, it’s not because we are 
against -college students and 
poor people. 

In fact, there is one indisputa- 
ble fact that has been over- 
looked in all the discussions of 
budget-cutting: 

Funding for both welfare 
and higher education in the 
new. budget is UP substan- 
tially over the level of last 
year. 

Even after I cut $65 million 
out of the welfare budget ap- 
proved by the General Assem- 
bly, it is still 15% more than 
what we spent in fiscal 1971. 

By the same token, total allo- 
cations for higher education in 
the 1972 budget will increase by 
5%. 

In both cases, we have made 
the cuts very selectively, weed- 
ing out the non-essential items 
and pulling back on those ac- 
tivities where costs are sky- 
rocketing out of control. 

And these actions are de- 
signed to have the least di- 
rect impact on the people 
we are serving. 

In public aid, for example, 
we are reducing appropriations! 
for General Assistance — the 
“catch-all category of welfare 
—and leaving untouched those 
programs that help the blind, 
the aged, the disabled, and 
helpless children. 

We are also cutting back on 
the Medicaid program by im- 
posing a freeze on the rates} 
which the state will pay hos 
pitals, nursing homes and oth-| 
er providers of health care. 

No one will be denied basic 
medical care who needs it—but | 
we are trying to bring thé costs 
under control. 

In reviewing the college and | 
university budgets, the job was 
even more difficult—because so 
many different institutions are 
involved. 

Basically, we told the 
universities that they are 
going to have to get along 
with last year’s operating 
budget. 

It’s ‘not any different than a 
good many families who find 
their paycheck the same as 
last. year’s—even though their| 
food bill is higher and there is| 
a new child to care for. 

For 10 years, the university 
system has had almost a blank | 
check. 

Higher education _ spending 
has increased more than twice 
as fast as enrollments since 
1961 in Illinois. This year, our 
colleges asked for budget in 
creases of 34%, 

With tax revenues increasing 
only 5% or 6% a year, it is| 
easy to see that such huge ii 
creases are impossible. 

It is clearly time for univer- 
sity administrators to begin 
paying attention to better man- 
agement. | 

The important point is this 

The reductions we are 
making in higher education 
will NOT keep Illinois stu-

dents from getting a quality’ 

education. 

We are substantially increas- 
ing the funds for junior colleges 
and for scholarship aid, and 
giving help to our quality pri- 
vate colleges so that more Illi- 
nois youngsters may attend 
them without financial hard- 
ship. 

But like many Illinois fam- 
ilies, we have found in state 
government that our income 
will not support our more ex- 
pensive tastes. 

So we are making do with 
what we have. It isn’t always 
pleasant, but the alternative is 
higher state taxes. And I am 
determined to avoid that alter- 
native at all costs.

Social Security Payments to Madison 
Countyans Top $3.2 Million Monthly 


Social Security benefits were 
being paid to residents of Mad- 
ison County at the rate of $3,- 
294,000.00 a month at the close 
of 1970, according to Charles J. 
Bruner, acting district manager 
in East St. Louis. 

A benefit increase signed into 
Law on March 17 raised the 
monthly rate of payment by 
10% for most of the social se- 
curity beneficiaries in Madison 
County, Bruner added. A small 
number of beneficiaries over 
age 72 who are not receiving 
regular social security cash 
benefits will get a 5% increase. 

The increased benefit amounts 
were made retroactive to Jan. 
1, 1971, and the new monthly 
rate reached beneficiaries on 
June 3rd, Bruner said. 

Of the social security benefi- 
ciaries living in Madison Coun- 
ty, 19,120 are retired workers 
and their dependents. Another 
8,219 are receiving benefits -as 
survivors of workers who have 
died, and 2,827 are getting ben- 
efits as disabled workers or 
their dependents. 

Bruner pointed out that al- 


though most social security 


beneficiaries are older people, 
about one out of every four is 
under age 60. In“Illinois, 263,103 
people are collecting social se- 
curity payments each month. 
Nearly 146,81 are under age 18, 
receiving payments because a 
working father or mother died, 
or is getting social security dis- 
ability or ‘retirement benefits 
Most of the 26,994 beneficiaries 
in Illinois betweén 18 and 22 
years of age are. getting stu- 
dents’ benefits under a provi- 
sion in the social security law 
permitting the continuation of 
a child's benefits beyond his 
18th birthday, and up to age 
22, if the child is attending 
school full time. 

Also, in this 18-22 age group, 
Bruner said, are some. other 
types of beneficiaries, illustrat- 
ing the broad family protection 
that social security provides 
workers of all ages. A number 
are children of retired, dis- 
abled, or deceased workers who 
became disabled before they 
reached 18 and who will proba- 
bly never be able to work and 
become self-supporting. 

The monthly benefits of the 


young people,, severely handi- 
capped by physical or mental 
disabilities, will continue indef- 
initely. Benefits are also pay- 
able ‘to their mothers if the dis- 
abled son or daughter is in the 
mother's care. 

Bruner said that another rel- 
atively small but significant 
group of youthful social secur-

11% Minority 
Employment at 
University Here 


Of all civil service employees 
at the Southwestern campus of 
Southern Illinois __ University, 
11.56% are black. The informa- 
tion was provided to SIU trus- 
tees by John Flamer in a re- 
port of equal employment at 
SIU-SW and development of the 
campus “Affirmative Action” 
program. 

He said that money will al- 
ways be a crucial factor in 
developing learners and train- 
ing programs at the university. 
“It’s one thing to have an Af- 
firmative Action program, but 
it does little good to have to 


have a program if there is no 


money to carry it out.” 

The report centered around 
non-academic personnel, 
Flamer did say that 
those in academic positions al- 
so are members of minorities. 

In the civil service category, 
there are 322 women employed 


and 65 of those are black for 


a percentage of 20.60%. There 
are 381 total male employes, 
of which 18 are black for a 
4.27%, total. 

Training Projects 

Flamer said SIU-SW is tak- 
ing an active role in jobs for 
minorities both inside and out- 
side of the university. It is 
providing jobs through learners 
and training programs, and in- 
dividuals from the university 
are active outside the campus 
community in the Metro-East 
Labor Council, an organization 
working in training projects for 
highway construction under IIl- 
inois Governor Richard B. Og- 
ilvie’s. plan. 

Flamer went on to say that 
through the Metro-East Council 
and other efforts, the university 
is able to determine the minor- 
ity work forces and find out 
how many major construction 
projects are slated for the two- 
county area of St. Clair and 
Madison. 

He said this information is 
important to the university so 
that when construction and con- 
tracts come up, SIU-SW will be 
able to find black workers. 

‘A report on Affirmative Ac- 
tion on the Carbondale campus 
also was presented and trus- 
tees, in a motion, reaffirmed 
their intent for SIU to be a 
leader in hiring of minorities.

City Employe Pacts Due for New Look by Mayor, Council Members 


Terms of fringe benefit pack- 
ages agreed upon between the 
Special Negotiating Committee 
of the Granite City Council and 
unions representing city erh- 
ployes may face rough going 
before receiving final council 
approval, it was indicated dur- 
ing the regular council meeting 
Monday night. 

While a majority of the coun- 
cil approved “‘tentative” pacts 
reached between the unions 
and the negotiating committee, 
some terms of the agreements 
were termed excessive and 
“out of line’ by some alder- 
men. 

Mayor Donald Partney said 
he will compile the detailed cost 
of fringe benefits before they 
are included in final contracts 
and said if necessary “I will 
not hesitate to veto any items 
for which it appears there is no 
money in the budget.” The 
council approved a record high 
budget in Monday night’s meet- 
ing, setting up projected ex- 
penditures of $3,819,803. 


Adoption of the 1971-72 budg- 
et was delayed from the coun- 
cil’s July 5 meeting because of 
protests by several aldermen 
that they had not’ seen reports 
by the negotiating . committee 
on results of negotiations with 
union leaders, and since the 
cost of fringe benefits must be 


included in the budget, such re- 

ports should be considered be- 

fore the budget was adopted. 
Draw More Protest 

Alderman Thomas Boker, 
chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee which presented the 
budget and chairman of the 
negotiating committee, _pre- 
sented the reports in Monday’s 
meeting. They drew even more 
fire than in the session two 
weeks previous. 

Alderman Sam _ Whitmer 
pointed out that in the agree- 
ment with the Police Depart- 
ment Local, extengive consés- 
sions had been made in allow- 
ance of overtime payment. For 
example, Whitmer said, one 
point of that agreement pro- 
vides that a policeman working 
on a holiday receives double 
and one-quarter time, plus his 
regular eight hours pay, while 
a police officer on vacatipn 
when a holiday occurs, receives 
an extra 8 hours*pay. 

Mayor Partney said after the 
meeting that he is convinced 
“there is not enough money in 
the budget to take care of the 
fringe benefits recommended 
by the negotiating committee. 

“I don’t believe these fellows 
realize how much money is in- 
volved in the agreements they 
have come up with,” the mayor 
said.

In the Monday night session, 
Whitmer vigorously opposed 
acceptance of the agreements 
recommended by the negotiat- 
ing committee “until we can 


’ look into them more.” Whitmer 


attacked the number of holi- 
days provided and also chal- 
lenged a provision of the street 
department agreement which 
he said will give the union 
business representative the right 
to select the foreman, rather 
than permitting the street su- 
perintendent to make his own 
selection. 
Attacks Sick Leave 

Whitmer also criticized terms 
of the agreement for the sew- 
age treatment plant which he 
contended will remove the su- 
pervisors from the seniority 
list “which isn’t fair” and said 
sick leave regulations ‘should 
be changed radically” to pre- 
vent abuse by some employes. 

Boker replied that the council 
had appointed the negotiating 
committee ‘‘and we have nego- 
tiated in good faith. Its begin- 
ning to look like some (council 
members) have gone out and 
negotiated with the department 
officials over our head .. . if 
you want to consider these 
agreements one at a time and 
call in the union heads, it’s all 
right with us, but I’m not at- 
tending any special meetings.” 

On a motion by Boker to ap- 
prove the tentative agrements, 
Whitmer asked if it was true 
that before the terms of the 
agreements become effective 
they must be approved in reso- 
lution or ordinance form. He 
was told that it was. 

“In that case, the battle lines 
will be drawn again,’ Whitmer 
said. 

Boker’s motion to approve the 
“whole package’ of union 
agreements was carried on a 
roll call vote 8 to 4, with dis- 
senting votes cast by Aldermen 
Whitmer, Emerald Dawes, Wil- 
liam Dallas and Walter Nonn. 

The agreements for the vari- 
ous city departments as ap- 
proved by the council, pending 
presentation in. resolutions of 
ordinances, include: 

International Union of Operat- 
ing Engineers, Local 525: 

1. Wages $50 per month in- 
crease; 2. Vacations: 1 year 
service 2 weeks, 5 years service

Split Vacations 

If any employe wishes to split 
his vacation, each employe gets 
one first choice by seniority, 
before any employe gets a sec- 
‘ond choice, etc. .

At High School 


Contracts totaling $5,163 to 
replace ceilings damaged by 
fire last year at Granite City 
High School were awarded by 
the Board of Education on a 
Jow bid basis Monday night. 

Gateway Drywall & Decorat- 
ing Co. will replace ceilings of 
six classrooms at a cost of

in the existing grid systems 
for $136.

the ceiling in the radio shop 
at a cost of $5,163.
